Letters to the Editor 

In the last Newsletter we printed a discussion of the S.F. A, A. 
and its juries. Comments from other members were invited. 

To date we have received one, which we give below. 

"Gentlemen: 

"I should like to contribute a few observations concerning the 
two cases of 'sour apples’ discussed in the May 1st Newsletter. 

The letter published in the San Francisco Chronicle I didn't read, 
however I do suspect any person or association who or which con¬ 
siders itself as 'professional' as being made up of rank, if preten¬ 
tious, amateurishness. On these grounds I suggest forwarding the 
letter to Mr. Ted Mack, who may be able to put such informa¬ 
tion to proper use. 

"The second and more serious case (or crate, as the case may 
be), seems to deserve more, if not deeper, consideration. It 
seems strange that an intelligent person, such as I assume Emmy 
Lous Packard to be, is so late in discovering that we live in a so¬ 
ciety which is predominantly ruled by fad and fashion. The Art 
Association may suffer, as will any organization, from such a 
universal affliction. 

"It should be noted that the democratic system of reaching 
decision tends to stimulate the fad and the fashion. I wonder if 
all we Democrats should resign from the U. S. of A. until we once 
again become fashionable? Further, it seems to me that we 
shouldn’t think in terms of 'what the Art Association can do for 
me.' As for myself, if the Art Assn, has not done a great deal 
for me (actually it has), neither have I done much for it. It 
seems, under the circumstances, a little foolish to expect much. 

"It is true that there are those who are willing to manipulate 
any organization to suit their own ends. It is also true, that in so 
doing, they do not fulfill their responsibility to the membership at 
large. It is also true though, that when we resign from an organi¬ 
zation the only service we render is to the manipulator, not our¬ 
selves. If there aren't enough reallyistic painters in the Art Assn, 
to balance the power, then what is obviously needed is more, not 
less reallyistic painters. 

"All in all, the action taken by Miss Packard reminds me of 
the school teacher who asked her students to raise their hands if 
they wanted to go to Heaven. She was pleased to see so many 
hands raised, when she noticed a little boy in the corner who 
hadn't held up his hand. 'What' she exclaimed, 'don't you want 
to go to Heaven?' 'Sure, ' said the boy, 'but not with those guys. 1
